Law Against Damage to Electric Light 

Property. pry 


jj The following is an extract from the 


public statutes relative to damage or 
injury to the property of electric light 
companies: ‘ Chapter 330. An_ act 
relative to injuries to the property of 
electric light companies and the unlaw- 
ful diversion and use of electricity. Be 
it enacted, etc., as follows: whoever 
unlawfully, and intentionally injures or 
destroys,.or suffers to be injured or de- 
stroyed, any meter, pipe, conduit, wire, 
line, post, lamp or other apparatus be- 
longing-to-a-company engaged in the 
manufacture or sale of electricity for 
lighting purposes, or unlawfully or in- 
tentionally prevents an electric meter 
from duly registering the quantiity of 
electricity supplied, or in any way inter 
feres with its proper action or just re- 
gistration, or, without the consent of 
such company, unlawfully and in- 
tentionally diverts any electric current 
| from any wires of such company, or 
otherwise . unlawfully, intentionally 
uses orgguees to be used, without the 
consent of ‘such company, ary  elec-

Advance In Prices of the Finer 
Grades of Butter. 


Pork, Mutton and Lambs Fairly Steady 
With Beef Dull—Live Stock and Wool 
Markets. 


Boston, Aug. 8.—A further advance has 
been established on fife fresh made butter. 
The supply of this grade has continued 
light all the week,/and receivers were un- 
able to fill all their regular orders yester- 
day. The next/best grades are plentiful 
enough, hut they are a little firmer in sym- 
pathy with the fancy grades. 
| The general demand shows no increase. 
-After passing the fancy lots of ‘northern 
and western trade is rather slow, and if 
holders attempted to force business con- 
cessions would have to be made. Buyers 
who want tip-top quality do not hesitate 
to pay the advance, but they are very 
eritical, and must have the best or nothing 
at all, 

The pinch comes more particularly on 
the fancy makes from Vermont and New 
Hampshire, which are received in assorted 
packages freshlevery week. A few fancy 
brands of western rank near as high as 
northern, but as a rule the receipts from 
the west have not the fresh quick flavor of 
the new lots from ‘Vermont and New 
Hampshire, - 

Statistically viewed the outlook is as un- 
favorable as ever for high prices. Receipts 
during July increased largely over same 
mo it year, and the supplies in cold 
stor: creased about 60,000 tubs during 
themonth. -Last week 9220 tubs were put 
in and 3719 tubs taken out, leaving a stock 
on Sat y of 190,824 tubs, against: 140,- 
484 tu’ @time last year, an ihorease 
of 50, f ¢ 

These figures are worthy of considera- 
tion. Just as soon as values rise to a point 
where it will be valuable to fall back upon 
June stock there will be a disposition to 
put-it on.the market, and that supply, 
with the current fresh receipts, will give 
a plenty of choice butter to select

Reveivérs of fine fresh northern cream- 
ery were short of supplies on Monday and 
Tuesday, and were enabled to get at least 
1 cent per pound more than a week pre- 
vious. The best lots in assorted-sized tubs 
sold readily at 21 cents and some of the re- 
eeivers said they would ask 21% to 22 
cente for new supplies. 

No improvement can be reported in the 
cheese market. In fact, there is an easier 
tendency, and it is doubtful if last week’s 
prices will be fully maintained.

INFORMATION ABOUT THEIR CON- 
STRUCTION AND’ CARE. 


Quartered White Oak Said to Be the Very 
Best Material—How to Wax and Polish. 
They Do-These Things Better in England 
Than. We Do In America. 


It is only a few years since advocates 
of the house beautiful began to preach 
in favor of hard floors, and there is now 
hardly a village. in the country where 
this doctrine of .health and beauty has 
not penetrated. Yet every one who has 
discarded carpets and adopted hard wood 
floors has found some drawbacks in the 
way. In nine cases out of ten the floor 
is simply shellacked, often without pre- 
vious filling, and every scratch of the 
bootheel shows on its surface. The wood 
is soon laid bare and permanently 
stained, or perhaps the wood, is oiled 
with clear oil which has not been prop- 
erly rubbed in. The residue gums on 
the surface and collects dust and debris, 
and altogether the hard wood floor, 
which has been Well laid by the carpen- 
ter, is a source of discomfort and disap-

when a thick floor of hard wood alone is 
| used, for every builder knows that the 

best door is not one of solid hard wood, 
but.one of two thicknesses of hard wood 
over a pine core.. These doors are natu- 
.tally more expensive, because they are 
more*trouble to make. So the veneered 
floor is more durable, though a very ex- 
cellent floor may-be laid in hard wood 
seven-eighths thick over a rough floor 
of pine, providing the wood has been 
properly seasoned. Or a thinner’ floor 
may be liid over a perfectly level floor 
of pine. 

Builders recommend quartered white 
oak as the very begt--material for floors. 
This is a western wood and costs about 
$100 a 1,000 feet in this state, Maple 
and birch, which are much cheapér 
woods, also make excellent floors, Na- 
tive birch, which may be bought in this 
state as low as $40 a 1,000 feet, isa 

very hard, smooth wood, and makes a 
very durable kitchen floor which does 
not sliver up like Georgia pine. Narrow 
boards, measuring about two inches or 
less laid, make a.most desirable floor. 
The skillful carpenter matcheahis joints 
with faultless precision, planes and 
scrapes his floor and polisheg it down 
with hard wood shavings after it is laid, 
as Well as finishing it before. When this 
is properly done, hardly a joint ‘is visi- 
ble, and it is then ready to be filled. 

It is this process that is so often neg- 
lected and upon which so much depends. 
It should be a thoronghly trustworthy 
wood filler, purchased from a dealer 
whose name is a guarantee for his goods. 
These fillers usually come by the pound, 

| often in paste form, and may be thinned 
to @ proper consistency with turpentine, 
It is applied to the wood with a brush, 
and all that remains on the surface is 
_ polished off with hardwood shavings or 
“excelsior. This filler is allowed to dry 
about 12 hours, when a coat of wax is 
applied, or of prepared oil if you prefer 
it. Where oilis used it should be thinned 
with a certain amount of ‘‘drier.”’ 

. The best wax is a preparation of tur- 

pentine and beeswax, properly melted 
together, and is kept by all dealers in 
| parquetry floors. The chief mistake that 
amateurs make is to apply this wax toc 


generously. An expert in this matter

DO FISHES TALK? 


Here b “asttinead From a Man Who

We have heard of the language of 

monkeys, and of the language of hens,

a language of theirown. An English 
fisherman,. Mr. Basil Field, has been 
making some investigations that lead 
him tv suppose that fishes have some 
way of communicating a notion of.their 
experiences to other fishes. 

Mr. Field carried on his experiments 
in the: fishponds of Mr. Andrew, at 
Guilford, England. Those ponds are full 
of trout, which, at the time when Mr. 
Field first visited them, were so little 
accustomed to, being troubled that when 
he threw a baited hook into the water 
all the trout in sight—a~gréat number 
—rushed eagerly upon it. He caught 
one, and removing it from the hook, 
threw it back into the pond. 

Then he put in a freshly baited hook, 
and only two or three trout came after 
it. One of these he caught and-threw 
back into the water. Again he resumed 
his fishing with a’ newly baited hook, 
and this’ time, 
swarming With fish, it was only after a 
long Pig that he luredganother tront ta, 

Fe And after a little further 
tik was entirely impossible to catch 
a trout in this.pond. 

However, by experimenting in ‘anoth- 
er pond equally wel: sttiaked and not 
throwing back any fish Mr. Field found 
that he could catch trout as long as he 
chose. The fish did not seem to under- 
stand that the removal of one of their 
number by this strange means mealit 
danger. to them, but came continually 
to the bait. ; : 

If, Mr. Field reasons, it is only when 
the captured fish, released, goes. back 
and mingles with his fellows that the 
danger is~learned, and then is learned 
instantly, it must follow that the re- 
leased fish has some means of making 
the others understand the perils of the 
hook.

COLORADO’S CLIMATE. 


A Region of Outdoor Life Decidedly Fa- 
vorable to Health, 

The easterner, bred and born at sea 
level, has a very vague ideajof that part 
of his country which is at a cloud 
height, and he ‘has scarcely any concep- 
tion of the governing climate of such a 
section, The purely picturesque appeals 
to the ‘tourist, and he gives-hardly a 
thought, surely not a serious one, to the 
high altitude section through which he 
passes. 


The Adirondacks have accomplished. 


wonderful temporary healings and per- 
manent cures for certain pulmonary 
troubles, yet their beneficial results do 
not compareéin extent with those of that 
section which lies at an altitude vary- 
ing from 8,500 to 8,000 feet above the 
sea, known as the high and dry Rocky 
Mountain belt, whose heart is Colorado. 

From a statistical comparative weath- 
er bureau report -little idea could be 
formed of this climate, for in these com- 
parative statements the dry and rarified 
‘condition of the air is not fully appre- 
ciated. The dominant feature of this 
high altitude is light, dry and electrical 
atnlosphere, with its} abundant sunshine 
This is trne of all 
foot level, or while 
rain falls in torrents for an-hour nearly 
every day during May, June, July and 


| August, the sun always shines ‘the rest 


of. the day, and ten minutes after the 
rain has ceased the sandy roads are dry 
and the ait does not retain moisture. 
After these months not a drop of water 
falls from the cloudless sky, and snow- 
storms are few and light. 2 

.The mereury occasionally, drops to 20 
degrees below zero during winter nights 
and rises to 60 degrees in the shade the 


following morning, ‘while in sumnier, : 


although a blanket is always a nightly: 


necessity, the thermometer often regis- 
ters 90 degrees during the.wday and the 
heat of the sun is always intense. These 
extremes are much less keenly felt. than 
they would be at sea level, owing to the 
dryness of, the air. 

It is a region of out of door life, 
where regaining of health is a business. 
Thousands of beings, whose existence 
would be measured by weeks if they re- 
turned to the dampness of sea level, 
here are well and active. It is true that 
some cases of pulmonary trouble are not 
benefited at the 6,000 foot elevation, 
but either the disease has advanced so 
far that the invalid could not live more 
than a few weeks in any climate, or he 
is affected with some heart trouble. 
Cases of the latter sort migrate to an 
extension of this dry belt, which de- 
scends into “New Mexico, along the Pe- 
cos and Rio Grande valleys, where the 
elevation ‘is from 8,000 to 4,000 feet. 
There the action of the heart is modi- 
fied, and the patient is more benefited 


than in the higher portions of the Rock-

A POINTER FOR THE CARELESS. 


How Unused Railway Tickets May Be Re- 
deemed at Slight Cost. 

Some men with valnable unused rail- 
way tickets on their hands sell them to 
scalpers, while others go to the railway 
company that issued them and obtain 
their value in‘money. Most men, how- 
ever, do neither, and accept the loss 
when the ticket is worth less than a do!- 
lar. Indeed, many*men do not realize 
that railway companies stand ready to 
redeem unused tickets even of small 
value, so. that the companies must be 
richer by many thousands of dollars 
per year by reason of this neglect or ig- 
norance. 

Eveiy railway ticket bears the name 
of the general passenger agent of the 
road issuing the same. It is a simple 
matter to.inclose the ticket with a let- 


agent asking him to refund the money 
paid and explaining ‘the reason why | 
the ticket is left unused in the hands of 
the purchaser. It is courteous to inclose 
a stamped envelope in which the money | 
may be returned. 

When all these things have been done 
the company usually acknowledges the 


cation and promises to investigate the 
matter. The investigation consists in 
the. proper identification of the ticket 
and a little bookkeeping to set all right 
in the accounts. Then the purchaser re- 
ceives from the company a check for the 
amount due, along with a letter request- 
ing acknowledgment on the part of the 
recipient. That closes the transaction 
and there is no material loss on either 
side.
